buted to her early difpatch from China, and a remarkable good 
pafiage home; but no twit lift anding the great advantages which 
muff have rcfulted to the Company in the i'afe arrival of this fh ip 
from the large quantity of goods at half freight, the Committee 
cannot think it advifeable to adopt the ftowage of fhips to the 
extent this has been carried, for it appears from the report of 
the ftatc of the fliip from the above Gentlemen of the Diredtion, 
and from the Mafter-Attcndant and his Afliftant, that the people 
mu ft have been very indifferently birthed, and many inconve- 
niencies muft have been the confequence of apart of the cargo,all 
the cables, and the greateft part of the provifions and water being 
flowed upon the gun-deck, at the fame time that feveral of 
the guns were ftruck down below, and ftore-rooms were built 
upon the upper-deck; and the Committee are not without their 
apprehenfions, that if the Nottingham had been expofed to ail 
enemy, or met with a heavy gale of wind, her fituatibn muft 
have been very critical. 

It further appears to the Committee, that the fliip, when fhe 
failed from England, was five men ihort of her complement; 
but this was owing, as Captain Anderfon informs the Committee, 
to an accidental circumftance, and that he bad not an oppor¬ 
tunity of replacing them before the fliip failed ; it likewile ap¬ 
pears that the Nottingham had only 104. men, when flic failed 
from China, inftead of her complement of 127; but Captain An¬ 
derfon, in his juftification, has produced to the Committee the 
written inftrudtions from the Owners, exprefsly forbidding his 
entering any Cbincfe, while he had 100 men left belonging to 
the fliip. 

It all’o appears, that the manner in which the fhip was loaded
